That the market price put in by

wan the submission made by Mr. 
Eldon Potter, xc., at the Supreme 
Court yesterday when hearing of the 
$30,000 Insurance claim brought by 
the Cheong Shing Hong firm against 
the: China Underwriters Ltd. was 
conth.ucd befure the Chiet Justice, 


Mr. Hose sald the consideration of 
racial theories was of great import- 
ance to pnelfists, If their falth was 
to be practical: and. suitable for 
working on the world, then Jt must 
be In accordance with the facts and 
Jaws of natural world.

Referring to the Weight and Price 
Book, Counsel sald that six pages of 
it had been photographed by the 
defence In support of the chargé that 
it had been altered.

How Mail 


Rose Speaks To Plane. Was 


Fired At 


PILOTS STORY 


Details of the dramatic experience 
of the Imperial Alrwnys plane Delis, 
which was fired on at sea on Tues- 
day, Were supplicd by Captain J. N. 
Wilson when he: brought In the 
Denebola from Bangkok yesterday 
afternoon. Captain Wilson Was in 
command of the Delia on Tuesday. 

Both the Della and the Dencbola 
Ieft Hongkong with mails and pas- 
sengers on ‘Tucsday morning. The 
Della was about 350 miles out from 
Hongkong and, nearingg Weichow 
Island, said Captain Wilson, when he 
noticed two junks burning in the 
ocean, The wake of a ship, which 
could be seen In the distance, Iced 
directly from this point. He could 
not make out the type of the ship, 
but. he assumed that she had been 
responsible for the d uctlon of the 
jJunks. 3 

The Delia was flying ant 1,000 ft. 
when she passed Welchow Island. 
Captain Wilson saw a crulser in the 
bay to the south of the island, and 
within two minutes the Della had 
passed beside another ship lyini off 
the western point of the island. He 
Was witching the latter ship, which 
looked Ike a transport, when he was 
rurprised to see a pulf of smoke from 
its sld 

It was a moment or tw 
Captain Wilson) and his 
pilot, First-Officer J, A. Samuels, 
realised that the ship was nctually 
firing ut the Delia, The first shell 
went high over the plane and Cap- 
tain Wilson saw it Tand in the 
Then came at least five more shells, 
inost of which fell into the sea, but 
one of which exploded on the sine 
level as the plane. 

Crutser Did Not Fire 

All the shots apparently came from 
{he transport and the cruiser, as far 
as Captain Wilson could see, did not 
fire uny. He was not able to pick 
out the nationality of the vessels, but 
their presence near the island of 
Weichow, which Is occupied by the 
Japanese leads to the belief that they 
were Japan » he said. 

Cuptain Wilson said that ‘as soon as 
he realised the plane w nyt dred, 
at he put on speed and sent a radio 
warning to the Denebula, which was 
30 minutes behind on the same 
course, She wis able to give the 
danger spot a wide berth. 

It has been the custom of Imperiat 
to fy direct from Isles 
to Fort Bayard, which takes 

the planes near Welchow Island. 
Yesterday, the Denebola steered a 
course about 40 miles south of this 
route and, to avoid the possibility of 
further incidents, this longer route 
will be followed In future. 

Arrival of Mails 

The Dencbola arrived yesterduy at 
3 pan. two hours ahead ‘af schedule, 
She brought 1,447 lb, of mail, but 
carried no passengers,

Referee’ Eddie Joseph, It is now 
udimitted, in the 14th round of the 
Tommy Farr—Lou Nova fight, waved 
Nova back at a moment when Farr 
was apparently helpless and halft- 
conscious ucross the top rope, 

Farr recovered and stayed the dis- 
tance, and Joseph was duly casti- 
yated for cheating Nova, and = the 
i public, of a knockout, 

But the inside history of the action 
of that referee is interesting. 

An instruction’ had been issued 
privately to referees by the New 
York Boxing Commission that when 
one man is supported by a rope and 
is in such condition that he would 
otherwise fall, ‘his opponent ts to be 
held off while the referee decides 
whether the semi-conscious boxer is 
in uw fit stale to defend himself. If 
not, he will, of course, stop-the fight. 
Why .awas. this Instruction kept 
secret? Because it was Issucd ns. a 
direct result of, and shortly after, 
the Louls-Schmeling flasco, You 
remember Schmeling's spinal injury 
in that fight?) The official explana- 
tlon is that Schmeling received that 
blow because he was falling side- 
ways, unable to defend himself. 


FATALITIES FEARED 


The Commission wére determined 

to give Schmeling and his stpporters 
no chunco of reading thelr own in- 
terpretation Into this instruction. So 
they kept it secret.

JANUARY’S WEATHER 


Colony’s Spell of Drought

The Colony’s weather — during 
January. showed no unusual features, 
according to the Royal Observatory.

The claim arose out of a fire in 
plaintiffs’ yodown at Connaurht 
Road Weat on January 7, 1938, which 
caused damuyte to merchandise to the 
extent of $115,000, Plaintltts. claim- 
ed $30,906.23, being the rateable pro- 
portion of the loss to be borne by 
defendants under three insurance 
polcles, 


The defence alleged that out of the 


137 Items set out in the claim, 227 
were fraudulent and all benefits un- 
der the policies were, therefore, for- 
felted. They further alleged — that 
some of the goods had been charjed 
higher than the market price und 
that the Welght and Price Book had 
been altered, 


Mr. Potter and Mr. H.C. Macna- 
mara werd instructed vy Mr, E: 
Caviceon of Hastings and Co., for the 
plainufts, and the Hon. Mr, 
D’Almada and Mr. D. J. N. Ander- 
aon were instructed by Mr. QO, . C, 
Marton for the defendants. 


When: the case was resumed yes- 
terday, Mr.xPotter submitted ‘that 
the ‘price in every item set out In the 
claim had been checked to the Inst 
cent and established os correct, 
whereas the market price put in by 
the defence had been proved to be 
wrong. 


Referring to the Welght and Price 
Book, Counsel suid that six pages of 
it had been photographed by the 
defence In support of the charge that 
it had been altered.

How Mail 
Plane Was 
Fired At 
PILOTS STORY 


Detalls of the dramatle experience 
of the Imperial Airways plane Della, 
which was fired on at sea on Tues- 
day, were supplicd by Captain J. N, 
Wilson when. he brought In the 
Denebola from Bangkok yesterday 
afternoon, Captain Wilson was in 
commund of the Delia on Tuesday, 

Both the Delin and the Dencbola 
Ieft Hongkong. with matls and pas- 
seniters on... Kuesday morning. The 
Delin was about 360 miles out from 
Hongkong und nearing Welchow 
Island, sald Captain Wilson, when he 
notleed two junks burning in the 
oveun, The wake of a ship, which 
could be seen In the distance, led 
directly from this point. He could 
not muke out the type of the ship, 
but he assumed that she had been 
responsible for the destruction of the 
Junks. 

The Delia wus flying at 2,000 ft. 
when she pussed Weichow Island, 
Captain Wilson saw a eruiser In the 
bay to the south of the island, and 
within two minutes the Della had 
passed beside another stip lying off 
the western point of the Island. He 
Was witching the latter ship, which 
looked like a transport, when he was 
surprised to see a puff of smoke from 
{ta side . 

It wus a moment or two before 
Captain Wilson and his associate 
pilot, Flvst-OMcer J. A. Samuels, 
realised Uiat the ship was actually 
fring at the Delia, The first shell 
went high over the plane and Cap- 
tain Wilson saw dt Jand in the sea. 
Then came at Jeast Ave more shells, 
most of which fell into the sea, but 
one of which exploded on the same 
level ns the plane. 


Crulser Did Not Fire 

All the shots apparently came from 
the transport and the crulser, as far 
us Captain Wilson could sce, did not 
fire any. He was not able to pict 
out the nationality of the vessels, but 
thelr presence near the island of 
Weichow, which Is occupled by the 
Japanese lends to the belief that they 
were Japanese, he said, 

Captain Wilson sald that as son as 
he realised the plane was being fired, 
at he put on speed and sent a radlo 
warning tothe Denebola, which was 
30 minutes behind on the same 
course, She was able to ylve tho 
danger spot a wide berth, 

It has been the custom of Imperial 
Airways to fly direct from Isles 
Norway to Fort Bayard, which takes 
the planes near Weichow 
Yesterday, the Denebola steered a 
course nbout 40 miles south of this: 
route ahd, to avold the possibility of7

Why Farr-Nova Bout

A little human sympathy is creep- 
iu: into American boxing, to the dis- 
gust of those fans who demand to 
see at Ienst one man per fight spread 
like a smear over the canvas floor. 

Referee Eddie Joseph, it is now 
udmitted, In the 14th round of the 
Tommy Farr—Lou Nova fight, waved 
Nova buck ut a moment when Farr 
was apparently helpless and half- 
conscious across the top rope, 

Farr recovered and stayed the dis- 
tance, und Joseph was duly casti- 
gated for cheating Nova, and the 
public, of a knockout, 

But the inside history of the action 
of that referee Is interesting. 

An instruction had been issued 
privately to referees by the New 
York Boxing Commission that when 
one man is supported by a rope and 
is in such condition that he would 
otherwise fall, his opponent is to be 
held off while the referce decides 
whether the. semi-consclous boxer is 
in a fit state to defend himself. If 
not, he will, of course, stop the fight. 
Why was this instruction kept 
secret? Because it was issued as a 
direct result of, and shortly after, 
the Louis-Schmeling fiasco, You 
remember Schmeling’s spinal injury 
in that fight? The ofMfcial explana- 
tion is that Schmeling received that 
blow becuuse he was falling side- 
ways, unable to defend himself. 


FATALITIES FEARED 


The Commission were determined 
to give Schmeling and his supporters 
no, chance of reading their own in- 
terpretation into this Instruction. So 
they kept it secret. : 

They {ssued their ruling, however, 
because they fear fatalities and seri- 
ous injuries, which periodically 
arouse flerce antagonism to boxing

GREAT WAR FACTORY

THE (Crecho-Slovak..Government this ovening issued two 
deerees concerning the Jowish question. 


The first decree orders the examination of citizen- 


ship papers of all persons 


who. acquired Czecho-Slovak 


nationality after November 1, 1918, or who formerly 


resided in the ceded territo 


descended from persons whose citizenship status is | 


subject to re-examination. 


It is semi-officially stated that 
ull Jews of these categories and 
also such persons who contract- 
ed marriage merely in order to 
acquire Czecho-Slovak nation- 
ality will be deprived of their 


citizenship rights. 

The second decree requires that all 
political emigrants to leave the Re- 
public who do not possess Czecho- 
Slovak nationality, and who are un- 
uble to prove that they ‘are Czechs, 
Slovaks, or Ruthenians, . A 

It is announced that these new 
regulations apply to Jewlsh, as well 
as to any other immigrants from Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Poland. 

Further anti-Jewish laws apparent- 
ly are not planned for the time being.

JAPAN IS 
WARNED 
TO EXPECT 
_ QUAKES 


TOKYO, Feb. 2. 
HE PREDICTION that 
eastern Japan may be 
rocked by a series of earth- 
quakes of varying intensity 
over a period of several 
weeks in cycles likely to 
occur every five or six 
years, has been advanced by 
Professor Kyuji Iida, ex- 
pert of the Tokyo Imperial 
University’s. Seismic Re- 
search Institute. 

_ Professor Tida bases his pre- 
diction on geological observations 
made during .a ten-day trip up 
the Pacific coust through Ibar- 
agi, Fukushima, Miyagi, Iwate 
and Aomori Prefectures. 

These localities were affected by 
the wave of cafthquakes experienced 
in November and early December of 
last year, during which period aver 
800 distinct shocks were recorded by 


the Central Meteorological Obser-

New Currency 
Bill For

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir John Simon, to-day Introduced 
the Currency and Bank Notes Bill, 
which was foreshadowed at the. time 
of the recent transfer of gold from 
the Bank of England to the Exchange 
Equalisatfon Account.

A ilttle human sympathy is creep- 
ing into American boxing, to the dis- 
gust of those fans who demand to 
see at Ieast one man per fight spread 
like u smear over the canvas floor. 

Referce Eddie Joseph, it is now 
admifted, in the 14th round of the 
Tommy Farr—Lou Novz fight, waved 
Nova back at a moment when Farr 
was apparently helpless and half- 
conscious across the top rope, 

Farr recovered and stayed the dis- 
tance, and Joseph was duly castl- 
gated for cheating Nova, and the 
public, of a knockout. 

But the inside history of the action 
of that referce is interesting. 

An instruction had been issued 
privately to referees by the New 
York Boxing Commission that when 
one man is supported by a rope and 
is in such condition that he would 
otherwise fall, hin opponent is to be 
Nield off while the referee’ decides 
whether the semi-conscious boxer !5 
in a fit state to defend himself. If 
nat, he will, of course, stop the fight. 
Why ~ was -~ this > instruction — kept 
secret? Because It was issued as a 
direct result of, and shortly after, 
the Louis-Schmeling flasco. You 
remember Schmeling’s spinal injury 
in that fight? The official explana- 
tion Is that Schmeling received that 
blow because he was falling side- 
ways, unable to defend himself. 


FATALITIES FEARED — 


The Commission were determincd 
to give Schmellng‘and his supporters 
no chance of reading their own in- 
terpretation into this instruction. So 
they kept it secret. 

They issued thelr ruling, however, 
because they fear fatalities and ser!- 
ous injuries, which periodically 
arouse fierce antagonism to boxing 
among certain bodies in their coun- 


There is nothing in British rules to 
instruct a referee to take o similar 
action; but in the last few years 
Britlsh referees have, for the most 
part, steadfastly refused to allow an 
obviously beaten and = distressed 
boxer to be punished unnecessarily. 

There must be far less punch- 
drunkenness than there used to be.

It fs fairly 
certain that the vast mnjority of his 
renders will feel the same when 
they have finished the book, for 
the fairness of the Indictment is 


unchallengable, : 


Mr. Chester secks to dernonstrate 
that pollilenl pronouncements from 


Tokyo are only o diplomatic shroud |- 


to hide the real intentlons of the 
Japanese miltitarists, ond on the 
evidence which he produces, he ap- 
pears to prove his case in striking 
manner. On purely moral grounds, 
his bitterness avainst the members of 
the League of Nations for their {n- 
netion In the face of Japan’s proven 
dsregard for international agrec- 
ments, provokes complete sympathy, 
but It does appear that he has failed 
to take into consideration all the 
factors, particularly those of o 
political nature, which have possibly 
Influenced the democratic Powers 
refarding, their positive attitude to 
the Sino-Japanese confiict. 


Mr, Chester, however, is pleading 
China's cause, and hls case would still 
remain a powerful one even if he 
explored and conceded the bewltder- 
ing maze of political, economic, and 
financial influences which have been 
brourht {o bear on the decistons of 
the Western world with regard to the 
Oriental holocaust. 

The book is instructive and com- 
pelling, written with tremendous 
conviction, and in every respect most 
praiseworthy.—S. =
